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Workmen  on  Street  Find  Gold  Hoard 

Seattle,  Dec.  1928 — A  gold  rush  stopped 
street  repairing  operations  at  Washing- 
ton Street  and  First  Avenue  South  for 
several  hours  today  when  a  workman 
turned  up  a  gold  nugget  in  his  shovel. 
Jobless  onlookers  saw  him  make  the  find 
and  the  stampede  was  on,  over  the  site 
of  what  had  once  been  the  "M  &  M" 
saloon  and  gambling  house,  a  mecca  for 
returning  prospectors  during  the  Klon- 
dike gold  rush. 

Fighting  crowds  of  men  re-enacted  the 
scenes  in  the  North  of  thirty  years  ago, 
on  a  miniature  scale.  The  muddy  street 
yielded  gold  nuggets,  American  currency, 
lockets,  rings,  necklaces,  and  brooches, 
and  brought  Christmas  to  that  part  of 
town  where  December  25  is  just  another 
day  without  work. 

THE  LITTLE  GREEN  PIG 

Jim  twirled  the  little  animal  between  his  fingers,  and  wondered  if  it  were 
worth  keeping  among  his  few  odds  and  ends.  Liz  had  given  it  to  him  when 
he  left  for  Black  Rock  Valley,  over  three  years  ago,  saying  it  would  "bring 
him  luck."

and  the  proprietor,  Sieve  Doran,  one  of  the  wealthiest  men  in  town. 


Already,  Jim  was  planning  what  he  would  do  when  he  arrived.  Seattle 
was  growing  fast,  and  there  would  be  plenty  of  entertainment  for  a  young 
man  of  twenty-six  years — dance  halls,  music  halls,  saloons,  and,  most  im- 
portant of  all,  gambling  houses,  where  every  prospector  could  try  his  for- 
tune at  least  once.  Jim  inwardly  hoped  that  the  little  green  pig  would  live 
up  to  its  reputation  when  his  turn  came. 

Five  weeks  later  he  had  reason  to  believe  that  there  was  something  in 
the  luck  of  the  little  green  pig.  On  the  second  night  after  his  arrival  in  town, 
Jim  visited  the  "M  &  M."  It  was  not  the  bright,  newly-painted,  highly-pol- 
ished building  that  he  had  imagined,  but  a  rather  shabby  establishment,  in 
keeping  with  the  men  who  frequented  it.

SPEAKERS 

This  year,  as  in  previous  years,  the  Normal  students  have  been  privi- 
leged to  be  addressed  by  a  number  of  well-known  speakers.  We  can  claim 
precedence  over  the  students  of  other  years  as  we  had  a  most  interesting 
lecture  on  "Teaching  as  a  Profession,"  given  by  Dr.  S.  J.  Willis,*  Superin- 
tendent of  Education.  As  it  was  only  the  third  time  Doctor  W  illis  has  ad- 
dressed the  Normal  students,  we  feel  that  we  are  indeed  a  very  fortunate 
few. 

Farlv  in  the  term  we  had  a  lecture  on  South  America  given  by  Mr.  Lin- 
ton, who  had  worked  in  South  America  for  some  years.  After  his  graphic 
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description  of  this  continent  few  of  us  will  ever  forget  its  length,  width, 
shape,  and  above  all,  its  needs. 

As  usual,  Captain  St.  Clair  gave  us  two  lectures  on  Hygiene.  The  first 
part  of  each  lecture  was  devoted  to  Health,  while  the  second  part  consisted 
of  an  interesting  topic  chosen  by  Captain  St.  Clair  himself. 

Mr.  Ravenhill  gave  a  most  interesting  lecture  on  the  history  and  mean- 
ing of  the  Union  Jack.  This  lecture  was  of  particular  value  to  us  as  in  our 
future  schools  we  will  be  obliged  to  hoist  the  flag  each  morning  before 
school  opens. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  Christmas  term  Mr.  Averill,  Secretary  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  League  of  Nations,  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  on  the  League, 
its  work  and  what  it  hopes  to  accomplish  with  the  assistance  of  those  who 
are  educating  the  children  of  the  nations. 

Mr.  Lindley  Crease,  K.C.,  in  his  lecture  on  the  problem  of  averting  war, 
gave  us  an  entirely  different  outlook  on  the  work  of  the  League  of  Nations. 
From  this  lecture  we  have  gained  a  greater  love  for  Canada  and  a  more  in- 
tense loyalty  to  Great  Britain  and  the  Empire. 

Since  Mr.  Humphrey's  lecture  on  British  Columbia,  we  have  all  felt 
that  our  own  province  must  be  the  first  scene  of  our  travels.  We  have  seen 
the  beauties  of  British  Columbia  through  the  medium  of  Mr.  Humphrey's 
lantern  slides  and  now  Ave  long  to  see  them  in  reality. 

Even  far-off  England  gave  us  two  lectures  through  Mrs.  Ensor  and  Miss 
Guy.  When  struggling  to  attain  the  best  methods  of  transmitting  knowledge 
to  children  we  will  turn  to  the  Educational  Fellowship,  which  Mrs.  Ensor 
represents,  for  help  and  inspiration.  Miss  Guy  has  taught  us  the  value  of 
posters  in  the  teaching  of  any  subject,  but  especially  in  teaching  Geography.

Dr.  E.  Thomas  gave  three  lectures  on  alcohol  and  its  effects  on  the  human 
organism.  After  these  interesting  and  useful  lectures  we  hope  that  our  les- 
sons "on  this  subject  will  be  most  effective. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  all  these  lecturers  who  have  in  the  midst  of 
their  many  occupations,  found  time  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  those  who 
are  just  beginning  their  life's  work.

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IN  ORDER  to  give  the  busy  Literary  executive  a  rest  from  their  much- 
appreciated  labour,  the  Debating  and  Dramatic  Society  has,  on  several 
occasions,  organized  debates  for  the  regular  Friday  afternoon  pro- 
grammes. Although  comparatively  few  in  number,  these  debates  have  been 
greatly  enjoyed  by  the  student  body. 

In  the  verbal  warfare  before  Christmas,  despite  the  gallant  defences  set 
up  by  the  others,  Class  B  carried  off  the  honours  of  the  field  in  the  inter- 
class  debates.  Every  student  who  took  part,  however,  did  so  witn  spirit  and 
earnestness,  which  marks  the  true  debater.  Nor  was  humour  or  artistic  des- 
cription lacking — let  us  cite  Miss  Stoddart's  attack  on  the  "Installment 
Plan,"  and  Miss  Ebbs-Canavan's  vindication  of  the  horse. 

In  the  inter-class  debates  held  during  the  new  term,  Class  B  managed 
to  retain  its  hard-won  position,  and  needs  only  one  more  victory  to  become 
champion  of  the  school.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  make  adequate  use 
of  their  debating  ability  when  demanding  supplies  or  improvements  from  a 
school  board.

Those  taking  part  made 
much  of  the  character-roles  assigned  to  them.  The  cast  was  as  follows:  Miss

and  Mr.  C.  Greenland. 

Two  delightful  solos  were  contributed  by  Miss  Janet  Hay  and  Miss 
Dorothy  Sturgess. 

The  chief  dramatic  event  of  the  year  was  the  presentation  of  three  one- 
act  plays  on  April  11th.  This  entertainment  was  open  to  the  public,  and 
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despite  several  counter-attractions  on  the  same  evening,  a  large  and  appre- 
ciative audience  was  present.  The  committee  would  like  to  thank  the  student 
body  at  large  for  its  co-operation  in  securing  patronage.  Those  in  charge 
spent  much  time  and  energy  in  producing  the  plays,  and  their  efforts  were 
justly  rewarded  by  the  success  of  the  presentation. 

The  first  play:  "Woman  of  Character,"  was  a  very  cleverly  written 
story  of  modern  society  life,  telling  of  the  scandal  that  can  be  woven  about 
a  hat  which  was  "perfectly  plain,  just  a  doo-dad  up  the  side."  The  play  was 
very  well  presented  with  the  following  taking  part:  The  Misses  D.  Carter, 
D.  Collet,  D.  Sturgess,  F.  Home,  E.  Davis,  E.  Stoddart,  H.  Huby,  M.  Ebbs- 
Canavan,  and  M.  Sandercock. 

The  second  play,  "Waterloo,"  was  of  a  more  serious  style,  being  the 
pathetic  story  of  a  Waterloo  veteran  who  had  been  neglected  during  his  old 
age.  The  difficult  role  of  the  old  veteran  was  very  ably  played  by  Mr. 
Charles  Greenland,  while  the  other  parts  were  very  well  taken  by  Miss  R. 
Wilson,  Mr.  Douglas  Gilmour,  and  Mr.  E.  Rice. 

In  contrast  to  the  previous  play,  the  final  play  was  a  farce  entitled  "Good 
Medicine,"  which  kept  the  audience  in  continued  bursts  of  laughter.  The  story 
told  of  the  young  doctor's  struggles  to  make  a  livelihood,  and  of  the  search 
of  the  wealthy  "patient"  for  an  honest  doctor.  The  parts  of  the  doctor,  his 
wife,  and  the  "patient"  were  taken  by  Mr.  R.  Haines,  Miss  J.  Wyse,  and 
Miss  M.  Garman,  respectively.

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Music  Appreciation  in  the  Schools 

THE  study  of  music  in  the  public  schools  is  of  an  importance  at  least  equal 
to  that  of  any  other  subject  on  the  curriculum.  Many  great  teachers 
from  Plato  down  to  our  modern  professors  have  declared  that  the  use 
of  good  music  is  the  greatest  moving  force  in  the  life  of  a  people,  that  the 
study  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music  develops  a  mental  alertness  and  calls 
for  a  response  of  co-ordinate  powers  which  no  other  subject  affords. 

Musical  study  quickens  the  eyes,  ears,  fingers,  mind  and  memory.  Read- 
ing a  melody  increases  the  efficiency  of  the  eyes.  Listening  to  musical  sounds 
develops  the  powers  of  cencentration.  Playing  an  instrument  demands  certain 
feelings  at  the  finger  tips,  while  the  mind  is  trained  to  make  right  mental 
decisions.  Music  is  a  means  of  service. 

The  aim  of  music  appreciation  is  to  give  every  child  in  the  schools  a 
broad  musical  experience,  that  not  only  his  child  life,  but  his  adult  life  will 
be  enriched.  Through  the  correct  study  and  hearing  of  good  music  in  early 
life,  a  source  of  rich  enjoyment  which  accompanies  him  through  life  is  made 
accessible  to  the  student.  We  study  mathematics,  science,  and  languages, 
and  proceed  to  forget  much  which  has  been  taught  us.  Music  we  cannot  es- 
cape even  if  we  would. 

An  increasing  interest  in  good  music  has  been  aroused  by  the  develop- 
ment of  the  gramaphone,  player-piano  and  radio.  The  standards  of  music  de- 
manded are  growing  higher.  There  is  good  music  which  can  be  appreciated 
by  everyone  if  it  is  classified,  and  means  found  for  its  presentation. 

The  opportunity  to  obtain  an  understanding  of  the  universal  language 
of  music  which  the  schools  should  offer  has  as  its  objective  the  love  and 
understanding  which  the  kindred  subjects  of  literature,  poetry,  and  art  pro- 
vide. This  may  be  done  by  a  first  hand  contact  through  participation  and 
creative  work  with  a  plan  to  the  extension  of  musical  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence gained  in  a  regular  school  music  course. 

The  course  in  music  appreciation  should  be  concerned  not  only  with 
arousing  interest  in  music  for  its  own  sake  and  providing  enjoyment  in  listen- 
ing to  it,  but  it  should  also  stimulate  a  study  of  the  elements  of  which  it  is 
comprised:  Rhythm,  Melody,  and  Harmony  with  some  consideration  of 
Musical  Form.  It  should  also  provide  an  opportunity  to  hear  and  study  in- 
strumental music.  This  will  arouse  and  develop  discrimination  and  awaken 
the  imagination  of  a  child,  and  so  serve  as  a  stimulus  for  his  individual  musical 
and  cultural  advancement.  Childhood  is  the  age  when  correct  art  impressions 
should  be  implanted,  and  the  habit  of  discriminative  listening  established. 

If  a  child  is  to  understand  something  of  the  music  of  the  universe  which 
is  found  in  everything,  he  must  be  able  to  know  and  make  music  for  himself. 
Once  the  fundamental  principals  of  music  are  mastered,  music  remains  for 
ever.  The  ability  to  play  or  sing  a  song  at  some  gathering  fully  repays  a 
student  for  the  efifort.  Knowledge  of  possessing  the  power  to  be  of  service 
brings  a  joy  into  life  that  cannot  be  bought.

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Familiar  Scenes 

SPOON  BAY,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  the  bays  of  Victoria,  is  well 
known  to  all  of  us.  Here  we  first  became  really  known  to  one  another  at 
the  picnic  held  on  September  29th.  If  we  wanted  to  study  wild  birds  we 
went  to  Spoon  Bay,  if  it  was  a  good  day  for  investigating  the  sands  of  a  sea- 
shore, or  we  were  collecting  sea  shells  or  wild  flowers  we  invariably  went  to 
Spoon  Bay.  We  will  remember  it  as  a  sparkling  stretch  of  water  surrounded 
by  the  deep  green  fir  trees,  whispering  gently  to  each  other,  and  Mt.  Baker 
in  the  distance. 

What  has  always  just  gone  when  you  are  in  a  hurry  to  get  to  town?
